But 1 found many people of color who had oh- ■ 
iniped their freedom, and had purchased lots, ami ; 
built cabins, vyhere they had their pigs ami chick¬ 
ens,and seemed to becoinlortalde and improving. 

I have seen the children of their former masters ! 
:ome to these people and ask for something to | 
iat, and I have seen every thing of the best in the 
cabin provided for them. 1 asked oiie aged wo- j 
man, ‘Sis'cr Judah, who was that young lady I j 
raw here ?’ ‘Ah,’ said she, ‘it was iny old master’s 
laughter. Many a time I have beeti severely 
lieaten for her sake; hut, poor thing, she is very ; 
prior now, and has nothing but what her friends: 
j her. I forgive her how, and look to God for 1 
reward ; 1 have no right to take vengeance, 
nnd I do the best { ran for her when she comes 
e to get something good to eat.’ Here is the 
Idnce. Shall such benevolence as this, when 
exhibited by those who have every reason to take 
vengeance, lie passed by? Shall those who have 
such a spirit be kept iu bondage? 

A third .evidence to be considered, is drawn 
from the general character of the people of color, in¬ 
cluding their situation, and their ability to get 
along iu the world. Let il .be remembered that 
the man ol color has to labor against wind and tide, 
all the prejudices, ami contend with ali 
the proscription and opposition of the limes. Not¬ 
withstanding this, I can show that the colored man 
is capable of making headway, under all his dis¬ 
advantages. Go with me to Baltimore, aud in 
Howard st. we will find a man of color, who,seven 
years ago, paid $(i00 for Ilia own body nnd soul, 
aiul 300 o> more for his wife. Now lie owns 
■early n block of ground, with three hri«k houses, 
two of which would rent in New York, for 300 u 
piece, and the other for 700, besides several wood- 
tenements. Gome to Philadelphia, and there 
a tnati named Hales, who has twice paid $350 
for hitiiNelf) being cheated ont«f the first payment, 
by bis humane master. Now he has on the front 
of his lot a three story house, ami on the rear such 
buildings as rent for more than $000 a year. 

Iu Philadelphia, we have. 14 respectable con¬ 
gregations of colored people. We own several 
churches that are worth from $25,000 to $50,000 
■itch. The whole amount of'onr public property 
n churches, school houses, nnd burial grounds, 
s more limn two hundred thousand dollars, the 
greater part paid for by ourselves. Several pay 
schools are supported by ns. About 60 beneficial 
societies do much to provide for the sick and tin 
helpless, and for the burial of the dead, paying for 
licse objects from eight to twelve thousand dol-‘ 
nr* a year. Not a colored person, of any respect- 
ihility,however poor,is buried ut the expen-e oftlie 
aior funds in Philadelphia. In New York, there 
ire six or eight’wiurches, with beneficialffoeietics, 
mil schools, and oilier useful institutions. So in 

It is true, vvn have in Philadelphia, and else¬ 
where, n low class of colored peoplo, who are both 
degraded and vioiaus; but who is to blame? I 
live near the church iu which I have the honor 
io officiate; and in one square there arc 15 grog- 
iiliops located, liy the authority ol the city ; nnd in 
dm limned tale neighhorlioml ilit-rc are 45.

When lie was 
preaching on the peninsula, he came to Bahama 
niam-r, iu the neighborhood of Esquire Bassett 
afterwards governor ol Delaware, hut now remov¬ 
ed,-! trust, to his heavenly rest.

These are but a few ot the statements of facts 
wlfith 1 might make.

Here let me sav, that no small sagacity has been 
tvihctd by the people <.] color, in their course re- 
tpetpng the great contest now going on in this na¬ 
tion. We Imve always bad our own views on 
this subject. \Ye view slavery to be like the eat- 
nsl mind, which is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be. And therefore it tnu« be 
abolished, and not imielioraied. There is uo such 
thing as ameliorating slavery. You might as well 
talk Bfliaving the love of God in a eariml mind. 

Yvdltam. Lloyd Garrison has been branded as 
the'Individual who torned the people of color 
against the colonization scheme. But 1 can tell 
ou, Sir, that wlieu William Lloyd Garrison was 
schoolboy, the peopb of color in different parts! 
ef the country were holding extensive meetings, 
which always agreed in declaring, that they re¬ 
garded the scheme as visionary in itself, and cal¬ 
culated only to rivet the chains on those who re¬ 
main iu slavery. I Imd the pleasure of hearing 
the Hon. Charles FeutmuMerrei 1 , of Virginia, de¬ 
clare frankly that the Colonization Society never 
would be able to accomplish their objects. The 
Hon. William S. Archer told uie the same, 
conversation. How for il may act beneficially, 
abolishing the slave trade, or ill planting benevo¬ 
lence and civilization in Africa, 1 leave for time 
to disclose. But these facts show, that as 
bearings on ourselves, the people of color 

asleep. Long before William Lloyd Garrison 
> a man, we luul fixed our veto on it. From 
its very commencement, we hud washed our hands 
of all conuertioH with it. 

It is said by the pro-slavery party, that the peo- 
of color, so far as they are iuliirnied on the sub¬ 
ject, are opposed to the principles and measures 
of the abolitionists. Sir, 1 deny it. 1 know i 
speak the lunguage of every intelligent man of 
color iu the United States, that has Imd ihfcoppor- 
luuity of understanding die subject, when 1 say 
iliat we do approve ol the benevolent scheme of 
immediate emancipation. There may be some at 
the south, who are respectable and intelligent, but 
who arc not allowed to rend lor lhamselveB the 
truth of llte matter, because it is considered tren- 
for a rolorerl man to read, and treason to re- 
re or give a hook or a paper; and smile ol 
ie may disapprove of the abolition principles, 
because they do not understand them, 
this exception, we approve of them toi 
are ready to stniul by our fricruis, nnd to hold up 
the hands of-our Moseses & our Anrn ®, and give 
them our best Wishes, our sincere prayers, aud all 
the pecuniary aid our circumstances admit.

Ap 
propriations are already made to aid foreign dis 
tribution, which will consume all their slocks a 
soon as they can be sold at any reasonable rate 
The board therefore, for their next year’s nitra¬ 
tions, must look wholly to the auxiliary societies 
and benevolent individual*. The presses cannot 
move, nor can books be bound aud distributed 
among the needy, without the aid of llio-w who 
have means and know the worth of the BihJe. 
Such, too, are the times that many who have 
been large contributors, can now for a season do 
nothing. The number of small contributions 
then must be increased. Each must do a little ; 
and do it cheerfully and promptly that there be no 
(amine of the bread of life,. A few appropriations 
have been made the past year towards fbreign 
distribution. More ought to lie done Ihe coming 
vear. At several of the stations lilieral grants will 
herrequired as will he seen in another place. It 
is hoped, therefore, that the auxiliaries while they 
carry on vigorously the work of domestic supply 
will also furnish what they can- ftir the foreign. 
It seems to your board that an unusual call is 
now made on the local societies to come up to 
the help el this sacred cause.

Bildes and Testaments have been ordered from 
"broad in the following languages, namely : 
Welsh; Portuguese, Danish, Italian, Swedish. 
Dutch, nnd a lew copies in Arabic and Syriac.

Still, in some 
parts of the country they must be employed, ur 
little is accomplished. 'This ie particularly the 
case in the newly settled parts of the ceiiuuy, 
where extensive distributions are to be made. 

In conformity with the above policy,the board 
have had in their employment the past year, in 
ol New York, for a few months, Rev. 
Ward Childs, and Mr. John S. Aeken. The lat-* 
has spent a few weeks in N. Jersey, and will 
continued in central and w estern N. York. In 
ms) Ivania; Rev. Juiui S. Eluuqib, of the Ger- 
n Reformed church, has been employed. His 
agency is now closed. In Ohio, Rev. George 
Sheldon continued his agency until August last. 
Rev. Francis A. Digbton, of the Methodist Epis- 
ce|ml church, is now appointed agent for the 
south part oftlie state, and lor the north part of 
Kentucky. In Indians, Rev. Calvin A. Ransom 
has recently been appointed. In Illinois, the Rev. 
Roswell Kimball, of the Bnpti.-t rliurrh, and in 
Missouri, the Rev. John R. Dm is, of the same 
church, have continued their agencies through the . 
vein-. In Kentucky, Rev. \Yni. Vaughnu con¬ 
tinued his labors until November last. In *• n- 
nesee. Rev. Aiiiei Bradshaw tins commenced an 
agency, nnd two laymen have been employed for 
n short time in east Tennesoe. In Alabama, Rev. 
fsnae Shook has coumienced an agency, in 
Georgia, Rev. Francis Bowman continued his 
services until the last autumn, when he settled in 
the ministry. 

The Rev. Win. M. Atkinson, the general[agent 
for the southern states hits visited, in course of 
the year, North Carolina, South Carolina aud 
Georgia, where lie formed two large societies, and 
laid the Bible causa before several ecclesiastical 
bodies. 

One agent for the foreign field, Rov. Simeon H. 
Calhoun, of .Massachusetts, has boeu obtained. 
He sailed for Smyrna in Asia Minor in Novem¬ 
ber last, and was favored with a short, pleasant 
voyage. His labors Imve commenced auspicious¬ 
ly. He is now probably at Constantinople, and 
will, as he has time oml opportunity, visit various 
stations^ where the scriptures are in ptocesa of 
publication. 

Daminnos, n Greek priest, mentioned in the 
Inst report, has spent a part of the year in 8,.-tula 
as agent, and where lie dintributed about 1500 mo¬ 
dern Greek New Testaments. He labors under 
the direction of the Rev. Dr. King of Athens. 
Another foreign agent is wanted lor the station of 
Singapore in India. 

Grants of hooks.—T o th# Rev. Dr. King, of 
Athens, have bean forwarded 2500 copies »i' toe 
modern Greek Testament, and 500 copies more 
to the Rev. Air. Brewer at Smyrna. A new ver¬ 
sion of the modern Greek Testament bus recently 
lieen prepared by professed Bombas in Greece, a 
distinguished and judicious scholar. 

To thu missionaries at Constantinople have 
been granted, on request, 440 copies of tlie scrip¬ 


tures in English, German and French, lor distri¬ 
bution in the region where they are called for. 

To the Rev. George Champion, missionary at 
Port Natal in South Africa, have been granted on 
request, 100 English Billies, aud. as many Testa¬ 
ments for distribution among traders and hunters.

American Bible Society. 

Abstract of ths Twenty-first Annual Report. 

The labors of the hoard the past year, have 
been in some respects different from tli 
previous year. Then, large sums wer 
for distribution abroad, -end were consequently 
procured and remitted. During th» year now 
closed, Jess eflort lias lieen put forth in regard 
To ihe foreign field, and more for the supply of 
domestic wants'. Many of the auxiliaries have 
been wholly engaged iu this work, ill tlie supply 
of destitute families with the Bible and children 
with the New Testament. 

Since the last annua! meeting, one of tlie vice 
presidents, Robert Ralston of Philadelphia, has 
been retnoied by death. He had long beeu a 
zealous friend of the Bible cause, and acted-as 
the treasurer of the society where he lived from 
its commencement. Since the decease of Mr. 
Rulstou, four other vice presidents have been ap¬ 
pointed, viz: Robert P. Dunlap, governor of 
Maine; John McLean of Ohio, one of the justices 
oftlie supreme court of‘lie L\ States : Jesse L. 
Holman, of Indiana, judge of the U. S. district 
court: and Charles Coteswbrth Pinckney, of: 
South Carolina. These distinguished individuals, 
though connected with lour different religious de¬ 
nominations, are the devoted friends of the same 
inspired volume, and Zealous for its universal dis- 
niiiiatioti. 

New Auxiliaries. Tlie nevr auxiliary socie- 
:s formed during the year amount to thirty-two, 
besides many branch societies. The managers 
Would offer a few suggestions in regard to the di¬ 
mensions of an auxiliary. Some occupy a whole 
state; others a mere township or parish. The 
most usual size is that of a county. T 
this class when well managed are successful and 
useful, it is believed that there are certain 
portant points where a society should einlu 
several counties, and by a large depository pro¬ 
vide fbr their biblical wants. Such a place js 
Buffalo, Nuvv Y ork ; Cleveland, Ohio ; Detroit, 
Michigan; Pittsburgh, Pa.; Wheeling, Va.; Cin¬ 
cinnati and Portsmouth^ Ohio ; Maysvilie, Lex¬ 
ington, and Louisville, Ky.; Nashville ontj Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn.; Madison, New Albany, and Indian¬ 
apolis, Ind.; Alton and Chicago, 111.; St. Louis, 
.Missouri; Notches, Mississippi; and various 


collecting means for dirtrihunon abroad. 

Many young men’s societies are in a high degree 
useful. That ot New York city has circulated 
the past year 4,241 Bibles and 13,139 Testaments. 
These (sinks were furnished to destitute families 
and children, to the seamen of the navy aml mer¬ 
chantmen, to soldiers, emigrants, humane and 
criminal institutions. 

The Young Men’s Bible Society of Cincinnati 
has supplied 152 steamboats with royal octavo 
Bibles. 

The work of furnishing youtli and children 
with the scriptures, proposed two years since, has 
been prosecuted with energy by many auxiliaries. 
The Long Island Bible soriety, N. Y., has,during 
the year, supplied 3,600 destitute children with 
the New Testament. The society of Genera, N. 
Y. has supplied all the children within its hounds. 
The society of Cortland! county is now engaged 
i in the same Work, as is also the Delaware, the 
j Maiyluud; tha New Hampshire and many other 
Bible societies. 


The Bible in Common Schools.—T his sub¬ 
ject, the reading of the scriptures in common 
schools, is beginning to receive nt.urh attention. 

A large and respectable meeting of professional | 
teachers at Cincinnati, have strongly recommend¬ 
ed the practice. A coi respondent w-rites, “ J 
earnestly desire to see the friends of education and 
free institutions, as well as tlie advocates, of in 
rality and religion, at once making an exertion 
fill our schools with the New Testament, being! 
persuaded that it is not only the clearest, but the 
best reading book that can be put iuto the hands 
of the young.” The practice ought, in this coun¬ 
try, to he universal. 

Supply of destitute families. —This many 
of the societies have ouce done. Soma have per¬ 
formed the service twice and even thrice. 
Every new inquiry has shown the necessity for 
continued effort. The Long Island Bible society, 
supplied-hut a few years since, has found, the past 
year, 1685 families without the hible. 

In a late re-supply of Orange county, N. Y. 
mort than 200 destitute lamilits were found: iu 
Wayue county, 549 more; in Tompkins county. 

" ' Jefferson county, nearly 1600. Ir. one 

county in the state of Delaware. 1243 families 
have been thus found. In many other counties! 
at the west, a similar destitution is found. W hat 
duty can devolve on men more imperious, than 
hat of searching out and furnishing the destitute 
w ith the word of God ? Will not tlie auxiliaries, j 
:he coming year, enter on this work with new 
system and zeal ? 

Methodists.— This large body of Christians 
which have for several years had a Bible society 
of their own. have now dissolved the same, and 
united very extensively with the friends of the 
American Bible society. One minister of that de¬ 
nomination has become a Bible agent in Ohio, and 
another has entered the service of the Virginia 
Bible society. Several erf ths conferences have 


To the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, for Ceylon, $2,000. 

To the same body, for the Sandwich Elands, 
$3,000. No grants were made to either of these 
stations the previous year. 

A recent letter from the Key. Messrs. Winslow 
and Scudder, who have beeu stationed at Madras, 
gives the most encouraging account of the de¬ 
mands for the Scriptures in that quarter. It is 
their united opinion that they eau be judiciously 
distributed, to the amount of nearly 20,000dollars 
worth the coming year. 

In May, 1836, the missionaries to the Sand wieh 
Islands wrote, that an edition of the New Teaa- 
rnent of 10,000 copies bail just been published, 
nnd that they eutertnined hopes that the transla¬ 
tion of the Old Testament would he complete in 
twelve or eighteen months. A later letter gives 
encouraging account as to the number Of read- 
; anil tbe facilities for distribution. Ten thou¬ 
sand dollars at least, ought to he sent to circulate 
the word of God hi those islands the ensuing 
year. 

From Syria, the Rev. Mr. Smith writes, that 
he has expended the $800 previously rent to cir¬ 
culate the Arabic scriptures, and that he wan's 
farther aid. A grant of $500 has subsequently 
been made. 

The Rev. Mr, Thompson, from the same coun¬ 
try, after mentioning various places where the 
Scriptures can lie circulated, adds, “ perhaps the 
greatest demand al present, aud the iuo*t favora¬ 
ble place for extensive distribution, is Jerusalem. 

favor of puttiBg a Bible into the hands of 
every one of the thousands of pilgrims who un- 
nually flock to this city of sacred associations—to 
every one, I mean, who can read, or has a ehiid .

tnmd nor relief of conscience can be obtained. 
Jf you want to know some ol the practices which 
the Tamuliaus do to obtain heaven,—some walk 
Upon iron hookt^ and some wear in their necks u 
square thing which is nearly three feet, made ot j 
iron, and some walk upon tile flame, &c. But 
without hesitating, permit me to tell a word to the 
unconverted children in the schools. While i 
am writing this, my mind wonders what to write 
to such scholars who are favored as Capernaum 
in every thing in the days of our blessed Suvioi 
When the people of my country liear.abotil Ame¬ 
rica, and see the ministers, from thence, they have 
greater opinion of the Americans, and ask. 
ihe Americans Christians? 

Dear young friends, let me know what hinders 
you from the love of the Savior j you have the 
word of God; you have many ministers and 
friends to expound the sacred oracles of God 
you from day to day; many of you have pio 
parents; you have Sabbath schools; you Imve 
precept upon precept, precept, upon precept, lin 
upon line, line upon line, here a little and there 
little, that you may go in the paths of the Savior. 
We, the Cast Indians, have not civilizes like you 
in every thing; we have no BibfS; we huve 
ministers; we have no pious parents to teach 
in our youth to obey the Lard. We have 
-Sabbath schools, even we have no schools to learn 
to read and write ; we are a.little more educated 
than the beast ol the wilderness, ami know nothing 
about the true God ; therefore we worship a block 
of wand; a piece of wood and stone, and pieces 
of metals, birds, snakes, fire, air, wind, sun, ir 
star, and various other things. When you 
all of these foolish things, you will laugh at u 
oUr folly. How iiluch more must we womb 
your folly vrlieii w« hear there aro hoys and girls 
in America, in the Snl>hath schools, who do not 
give their iiAmortnl souls to their Savior in their 
youth, after Juiviug enjoyed such privileges from 
infancy? O, my dear voting friends, when 1 med¬ 
itate upon your pitiable condition, 1 could 
avoitl uttering the awful saying of our Sitvic 
the people ol’ Cliorazin amt the adjacent cities, 
“Woo unto thee, Capernaum! woe unto thee, 
Bsthsaida! for if the mighty works hud been dene 
in Tyre and Sidon, which have been done in you, 
they had a great while ago repented, silting 
sackcloth and ashes. ’ If India, oi even part 
India, hud been supplied with Bibles, ministers, 
and pious parents, and schools, as you are, we 
might hope that almost all of them would have 
given their heart to the Savior.

Rev. Mr. Bliss 6aid, ho wished to take the 
audience to Japan, an interesting though 
country lying at the eastern extremity of. 

In the 16th century, the Jesuits commenced 
thetr missions in Japan. No opposition at first 
diffusing the Catholic religion. 


On the first Monday of January, 1826, a circle 
oflndies were met for prayer in Brookline, Mass. 
The inquiry was made, shall we not select some 
object for which we shall unite our prayers ? 
All elegant Japanese work basket, in possession 
of one of the circle, suggested the thought, that 
tip? people who made that beautiful article were 
destitute of the gospel. They resolved to pray 
for Japan, os the permanent and sjieeial object of j 
prayer at this and successive meetings, ami uiso to 
contribute funds at each meeting, to be expended 
for this object, whenever the way should lie 
opened to introduce the gospel there. At that 
time, there was uo book in the Japanese language 
to lie found any where out ol Japan. Nor was *t 
known, that a single individual out ol Japan could 
be found, who was acquainted with that language. 

Christian light to that people could then be found. 
There was no menus of acquiring even a knowl¬ 
edge of the language in the possession .ot the 
Christian world. About the time that this prayer 
meeting was establisliad, Capt. Folger, from Nan¬ 
tucket, was cruising oil die coast of Japan, and 
fell in with a Japanese wreck. He saved the 
captain, who gave him a Japan-sc Almanac in 
token of his gratitude, the only article he saved 
from his vessel. This Almanac was sent lo Bos¬ 
on, and shown lo these ladies for their enronr- 
igement, ns it afforded some knowledge of the 
Japanese language. Soon after this, another liirt 
still mora,encouraging came to their knowledge. 
A Dutch merchant had been, by the war it: Eu¬ 
rope, shut up ill Nangasaki in Japan, the only 
place where the Dutch arc allowed to trade, and 
while there ho employed his lime in making a 
Dutch and Japanese Dictionary. When pea ot 
place, lie sailed for Holland. The ship wat 
ridetitially thrown into Bulavin, and detained 
e three months.

To 
uy, this will undoubtedly appear improbable 
I absurd. The world is at present very fu¬ 
ll lieing under the influence of chiistianity. 
But a small part ol the globe, comparatively, lias 
yet even heard of the existence of bur religion, 
ittid even there its influence is hut imperfectly 
exerted. Out oi'the vast remainder of600.000,000, 
what a vast iiumhet are sunk iu the deepes. 
moral degnulaiion.'liring under systems of idolu- 
u-y and superstition sustained by law, made vener¬ 
able hv antiquity and usage, and clung to with 
inveterate prejudice ! Tile conversion of each 
individual heathen under these circumstances is 
not only attended with all the difficulties iiilrinsi- 
cully connected with tho conversion of the niosi 
abandoned sinner in Christian countries, but in. 
volves the additional labor of earn ing the gospel 
thither, and of setting jt operation all 'hat train 
of influences necessary to secure ids saving result. 
Tlirre is no need, therefore, ol disguising the tact, 
that there are obstacles, real, deep, vast and ' 
mouutable to human strength, in the way 
world's conversion. It is this, indeed, whiel .

The eleventh anniversary meeting «»f this so¬ 
ciety was held on Wednesday evening at die 
Broadway Tabernacle. 

In the absence of Stephen Van Rensselaer, 
President, the chair was taken by the Judge How¬ 
ell of Canandaigua. The annual report was read 
hy the Secretary, Rev. Dr. Peters. 

Ocerations ok last Year. —Of the missioiia- 

araml agents enumerated in the tables Of tl 
report, including 17 in France;.578 were in cou 
mission at the commencement of the year; 
large portion of whom have been re-appoiute 
and are sti'l in the service nf the society, and 23 
new appointments have lieen made, making tli 
whole number aided within the year, including 
24 in France, under the care of the Evangelical 
societies of Paris and Geneva, 810; which is an 
increase of 38 laborers beyond the number em¬ 
ployed during the previous year. Of these 595 
are Settled as pastors, or employed as slated sup¬ 
plies hi single congregations, and 191 extend their 
pal airs, either as pastors or staled supplies, to two 
or jliree congregations each, and 24 including 
■inployt-d oil larger fields, 
jber of congregations, missionary dis¬ 
tricts, and fields of agency tints supplied, ill whole 
or in part, during ihe year, has-been 1,025.

This institiillou located ut South Hadley, Mass, 
will probably bt ready for the reception of scllol- 
trs early next Autumn. Thu time for opening 
the school, «ill soon he fixed and then public 
notice will be given. 

The board of trustees consists of the following 
'entlemen. ltcv. He man Humphrey D. 1). pres¬ 
ident of Amherst college, Rev. Edwurd Hilcli- 
:ock professer in Amherst college, Rev. Roswell 
Hawks (permanent Agent,) Rev. Joseph D. Con- 
dit of South Hadley, Rev. William Tyler and 
William Buwdpin of South Hadly Canal, David 
Choate of Essex, Andrew W. Porter of Moitson, 
Joseph Avery of Conway, and Daniel Saflord of 
Boston. 

Miss Mary Lyons, formerly connected with the 
Ipswich female seminary, will be principal, and 
Miss Eunice Caldwell, principal of the Wheaton 
female seminary »t Norton, assistant principal. 
They will las aided by other well qualified teacher*. 
There will be an extensive and systematic English 
cou rse of study, essentially the same as that adopt¬ 
ed in the Ipswich iemu'eseminary. The regular 
classes will he denominated Junior, Middle-ami 
Senior. The studies of each class are designed 
for one year, iliougli the pupils will he advanced 
from class to class, according to their progress, 
and not according to the time spent in the a un¬ 
itary. Individuals may in some cases, devote half 
of their rime to branches, not included in the reg¬ 
ular course (Latin tor distance) aud occupy two 
years in completing the studies of one claus! 

Tile requisites (or entering the Junior class, 
will lie an acquaintance with the general principles 
of English grammar, a good knowledge of geog¬ 
raphy, history of the United States, Watts on the 
wind, Colburn’s first lessons, and the whole of 
Adam's New Arithmetic or what would be equiv¬ 
alent in written arithmetic. It is very important: 
that all, on entering the seminary, should be pre¬ 
pare! t„ r admission to the Junior class.

Juvenile Depravity. 

In order to the accomplishment of an_ 
object, it is very important that we under¬ 
stand fully the obstacles in the way of its 
attainment. This is evident, for unless a 
know the difficulties in the way, we cannot 
he means which will be adequate to 
their removal. The physician, who would 
of his patient, must first un¬ 
derstand the nature and cause of the dis- 
lgnorutice of these has often caused 
the physician to prescribe such mediciues as 
>nly tended to aggravate the disease, or at 
east to effect hut partial, temporary or 
pparent care, while the cause remained tin¬ 
t-moved autl was hut gathering fresh viru¬ 
lence to produce it fatal relapse. Not less 
true is this in physical than in moral mala¬ 
dies. The hearts of children are radically 
wrong, and nothing but their total reuova- 
give any security against openly 
immoral. conduct, much less against eter¬ 
nal reprobation.

Faithful Piscipliue followed liy Revivals. 

[Famished by a New England Pastor.] 


The great head of the church has plain¬ 
ly made it the duty of his friends, to main¬ 
tain strict discipline among his professed 
followers. This fact is acknowledged in 
almost every church covenant; not only 
so, but when entering into covenant with 
God and his people, every professor really 
promises to be faithful to his brethren iu 
Christ, to watch over then], and kindly re¬ 
prove them when they err. 

Notwithstanding all this, the duty of 
church discipline is found to be difficult and 
trying. On account of the difficulty at¬ 
tending the right performance of this duty, 
many of God’s professed people, it is to 
be feared, shrink back from it. Doubtless, 
many churches of Christ, in our land, are 
suffering, pot a little,'on account of 
neglect of a faithful discharge of this 
dutv. I have a few facts, on this subject, 

communicate, hoping that they will 
serve to encourage God's people to obey 
their Savior, aud fulfil their covenant 
vows, by maintaining a faithful observance 
of Christian discipline in all the churches 
where they reside. 

In the place where I am stationed as a 
watchman in Zion,, we have been called to 
attend to several cases of church discipline. 
Owing to peculiar circumstances, when 
any of these cases have been brought- be¬ 
fore us, we have been obliged, to keep 
them before the el lurch for six, nine, or 
twelve months in succession. During all 
this time, the church have had the Savior’s 
words addressed to them:- “ He that is 
without sin among you] let him first cast a 
stone at her.” We" have been constrained 
to pray much and often over these cases ; 
in all of thefn, however, without councils, 
or any such foreign aid, ,we have finally 
come-to a unanimous result. The conse¬ 
quence of all this delay and prayer, in al-j 


n Be not partakers of other men’s sins.” 
We have just received a letter from an

‘Yes 
will accomplish my object. By not let- 
[jing you have an axe, I am not a partaker 
of other men’s sins, that is one nbjeet; 
another is, while you are going over to 

neighbor-’s after one, you will think.’ ” 

This same consistent temperance man 
refuses to nientfor make his own brother’s 
liquor measure*, saying, “ 1 cannot he a 
partaker oFother men’s sins.” "While we 
unqualifiedly approve tbe doctrine “of not 
being partakers of other men’s sins,” yet 
in carrying tide out, it should always be 
done ill the spirit of Him who has taught 
us what deeds will be coals upon an ene¬ 
my’s head. It is the inconsistency of the 
professed friends of this department of be¬ 
nevolence, which is so great a barrier to 
its triumph. As soon as those who pro¬ 
fessedly acknowledge the binding force ofj 
the quotation at the head of this article, 
will seduously avoid “ being partakers iu 
other men’s sins,” so soon will temperance 
taverns, and temperance stores, and tein- 
perunce boats and packets, and temper¬ 
ance parties and temperance weddings, 
become universal. It is the temperance 
men nnd women, who frequent these plu- 
ces, which keeps the evil practice of using 
intoxicating drinks in fashion. Let all 
these studiously avoid being “partakers of 
other men’s sins,” and throw the whole 
weight of their example and influence, 
all occasions, in favor of total abstinence, 
Hnd soon will the song of victory gladden 
every philanthropic; heart.

The use of stable manure in the hill for 
potatoes, designed for the table, is tb be 
entirely disapproved. Plaster of Paris ap¬ 
plied in small quantities in the hill, 
have found serviceable. Sea sand in I 
bill, where the potatoes were planted ii 
peaty soil, moist and heavy, has proved 
excellent manure. In our old lands, which 
have beeit long cultivated and highly ma¬ 
nured, it serais difficult to raise potatoes 
of a very good quality for the table; and 
they are seldom comparable to potatoes 
grown on a new soul; and especially 
land recently cleared and 
mate.

Our seamen and emi¬ 
grants have been grea'ly neglected, and ail 
parts of this extensive colony need good li¬ 
braries, to be pluced under the care of the 
committee of the Sunday school or friend-J 
ly union. 

Under the name of “ Friendly Union, 
for the suppression of vice and promotion 
of useful knowledge,” much may be done 
for the promotion of the public good
